Tires and Taxes 


T strikes us that the Federal Government, con- 

trary to numerous fears and rumors, has gone 
out of its way to see that the sport of racing 
should not be crippled and weakened beyond the 
absolute necessity of wartime economy. The re- 
strictions put upon the country in general have 
not been allowed to bear more heavily upon rac- 
ing than upon other non-essential enterprises. 
While many fairs have been closed because the 
grounds could be used for military purposes or be- 
cause they represented a non-essential use of rub- 
ber tires and transportation facilities, there is no 
record of a race track having been closed for sim- 
ilar reasons—if we ignore the unexplained closing 
in California. It is proof enough of the Federal 
attitude toward racing that trains, busses, and 
automobiles are still carrying large crowds to the 
principal centers of the sport, and that vans are 
still moving horses from one track to another as 
necessary. 

This attitude has been maintained in the face of 
a hostile press which, because it does not con- 
sider any but the most obvious facts, has sought 
to put racing in a bad light with the public. Ap- 
parently Washington sees the picture more clearly 
than the columnists and editorial writers to whom 
the problem is simple because they can’t see it. 

The one substantial item of news which has 
done most to set against racing a fairly strong 
section of the press comes, not from the racing 
enclosures, but from the parking lots just out- 
side. On almost any Saturday or holiday the 
newspaper photographer can lean over a back 
railing of the grandstand at one of the more im- 
portant tracks and take a picture of a few thou- 
sand parked automobiles. When the picture ap- 
pears in next day’s paper somebody is likely to be 
horrified—somebody, in all probability, who is no 
less guilty of using his automobile but who 
doesn’t happen to make a habit of driving to the 
races. As a matter of fact, only an infinitesimal 
fraction of one per cent of the American popula- 
tion drives a car to the races as much as twice a 
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year, even in peacetime, and the number has been 
greatly reduced since the war began. The people 
who go racing have been as loyal as any others in 
economizing with rubber tires. But a parking lot 
with three thousand automobiles still makes a 
very impressive picture. 

Just why the Government has avoided ‘crack- 


ing down” on racing we do not know. We may 
assume that there are several reasons. First we 


may take it for granted that the Government con- 
siders the sport one of the wholesome and harm- 
less phases of American life, one of the thousand 
ways by which life in America is made more 
pleasant, yet an industry whose few material re- 
quirements are much too small to indicate the ad- 
visability of reclaiming them for direct war use. 
We may also take it for granted that the Govern- 
ment recognizes the importance of racing taxes 
in the economy of numerous states where the 
sport goes on, and that it is not disposed to upset 
the fiscal routine of those states with needless re- 
strictions through which nothing much would be 
gained for anyone. 

The question may arise in some minds whether 
Washington has been kindly toward racing for 
the reason that it expects to collect a 5 per cent 
pari-mutuel tax in the near future. This seems 
the remotest explanation possible. The suggestion 
of such a tax apparently came from no agency of 
the administration; it got into the huge revenue 
bill now before Congress simply because the 
Ways and Means Committee felt the necessity of 
considering every possible source of taxation. 
The members of that committee know that its 
productivity is doubtful, that the best possible re- 
sults would not yield a large revenue to the Gov- 
ernment, and that anything less than the best 
possible results might impair the sport to the ex- 
tent of reducing or eliminating the states’ reve- 
nue from the same source. And, if they have 
stopped to think of it, they know that an addi- 
tional levy against the public pools will put the 
illegal handbook in a position to increase its mar- 
gin of profit, weaken the legitimate sport, and 
produce further corruption of local government.

Trouble Is No Stranger 


OR a man who believes in predestination, as a 
Presbyterian minister presumably should, the 
Rev. Carl McIntire, a Collingswood, N. J., busy- 
body who has made the Garden State Racing As- 
sociation an avenue to publicity considerably 
greater than his mental attainments seem to 
merit, is a remarkably stubborn man. This by- 
stander isn’t much inclined to fret about appear- 
ances, but to appeal to divine intervention, as this 
minor preacher did in May, and then to give up 
that tack and appeal to President Roosevelt, as he 
did July 13, looks like a lack of faith, or even a 
failure to abide by the verdict he had invoked. 

This observer sometimes gets a little tired of 
too much mingling of spiritual representatives in 
mundane affairs, partly on the general grounds 
that they are generally unfitted for it, and partly 
on the principle that in a community governed by 
elective officers, self-constituted leadership is both 
unnecessary and antagonistic to democratic prin- 
ciple. And there is the further thought that a 
non-taxpaying institution, in these days of stress, 
might becomingly keep its mouth shut about the 
“taxpayers’ money.” 

But trouble is a familiar of the Garden State 
track. It has had one obstacle after another 
flung in front of it—more material ones than the 
yipping of the Rev. McIntire—and it has sur- 
mounted them as they came. It has done so sub- 
ject to all of the restrictions of wartime economy, 
and to the satisfaction of properly constituted 
authority. If this Collingswood flash-in-the-pan 
is the only remaining difficulty, post time for the 
first race is 2:30, on the afternoon of July 18. 


Incidentals 


OST of last week was spent in the process of 

inspecting Saratoga yearlings, which may be 

the most uncertain of all guessing games. A few 

other facts and impressions popped up en route, 
and are here set down. 

At Almahurst Farm this observer had his first 
look at Easy Mon since the son of *Pharamond II 
—Slow and Easy entered the stud. He is filling 
out into a most impressive horse, and he is an 
ideal stallion from his attendant’s point of view, 
being as docile as a sheep. Last spring he had a 
book of 47 mares, handled it capably, and he is 
pretty certain to have a bumper crop of foals next 
spring. Manager Marvin Childs said he hadn’t 
measured the horse, guessed him at 16:2 or 16:3, 
the impression here favoring the second figure. 
Also at Almahurst is Gallahadion, retired from 
training last spring so late that he made but an 
abbreviated season. 

A startling contrast to the Saratoga yearlings 
at Fairholme Stud is an imported yearling by 
*Mahmoud—Bell Rock, by Pharos. He is owned 
by Harry Guggenheim, and came over last win- 
ter. He must have been on spare rations in Eng- 
land, and he had a 28-day crossing, so that right 
now he isn’t much bigger than a minute—70 sec- 
onds or so, maybe. He’s made right, though, runs 
out 24 hours a day in his paddock, and Manager 
Carter Thornton says he has grown considerably 
since he got here. It will be interesting to see

him next year, in comparison with less harshly 
used foals of 1941. 

In course of seeing yearlings at Coldstream 
Stud, the party somehow turned up at a brood- 
mare barn, of a construction not very common 
on Thoroughbred farms, but apparently very 
sound. There are two rows of stalls, facing out, 
with a shed in front of them. Between these 
runs a corridor, or platform, some six or seven 
feet wide, and raised about five feet from the 
level of the stalls. Horses can be fed and watered 
without their attendant’s going into the stalls, 
and perhaps more important is the fact that only 
a casual stroll down the barn is enough to see that 
everything is well with the mares and foals. The 
top of the stalls comes hardly to one’s waist, so 
any difficulty can be spotted at once. One man 
can care for more horses in this barn than in 
those of more orthodox construction, keep a bet- 
ter check on them and at the same time disturb 
them less.

TURF TOPICS 


By The Briton 


Lord Glanely 


ONDON, June 29 (By Air Mail)._-The Eng- 
lish Turf has lost a staunch supporter by the 
tragic death of Lord Glanely in an air raid on the 
night of June 27. His Lordship had left his New- 
market home to spend the summer months in a 
house at a seaside resort in the West country, and 
it was in this quiet retreat, far from “military ob- 
jectives” and, as one would imagine, safe from 
war's alarms, that he was done to death. 

Lord Glanely was a man of substance in every 
sense of the word—his wealth was immense, and 
so was his girth, for he must have scaled 20 stone 
or more. Kindly, capable, and placid in disposi- 
tion, few would realize that he was 74 years old. 
He was a leading figure in the shipping industry, 
and had the reputation of having been a hard man 
of business in his younger days, but in his 30 
years on the Turf he was known and respected as 
a sterling sportsman. The racing of horses was 
his absorbing interest, and considering the lavish 
scale of his spending on stables and studs, he did 
not have the consistent success that might have 
been expected. But his phlegmatic attitude to the 
“slings and arrows’ was always to be admired, 
and in his calm acceptance of racing reverses 
this peer of humble origin set an example to some 
of the “blood lords.’’ I never saw him unduly 
elated, and on only one occasion did I see him de- 
pressed. That was when his great favorite Co- 
lombo, which he was convinced would never be 
beaten, finished third to Windsor Lad and *Easton 
in the Derby of 1934. Truly, Lord Glanely had 
reason to be cast down that day, for I fully be- 
lieve that Colombo was the best horse in a good 
field, and would have won readily enough had 
Togo Johnstone known anything about the Ep- 
som course. 

Lord Glanely was born in 1868, with no social 
or financial inheritance, and as William Tatem 
he spent his youth at sea. After a shipwreck, he 
took a job in a shipping office, bought one small 
vessel with his savings and founded Tatem Steam- 
ship Company. He made a packet just before 
and during the last war, and eventually controlled 
vast shipping, rail, and oil interests. He was 
made a baronet in 1916, a peer in 1918, and was 
elected to the Jockey Club in 1932. 

His first association with racing, as owner, was 
in 1911, but it was not until 1919, when he won 
the Derby with the outsider Grand Parade, that 
his colors, ‘black, red, white and blue belt and 
cap,” came much to notice. That year he headed 
the list of winning owners, with 45 races won of 
the aggregate value of £30,654. He had the 
unique distinction of winning seven events at the 
Ascot 1919 meeting. He set up as a breeder, and 
bought stock lavishly. Indeed, even in recent 
years when his studs were producing more horses 
than he could put into training, Lord Glanely was 
always in the market for yearlings of outstanding 
promise. He paid fancy prices on occasion at 
Doncaster auctions, and was not deterred by the 
fact that many of the purchases proved washouts. 
Perhaps his best buy at Doncaster was Singa- 
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pore, a son of Gainsborough which won the St. 
Leger of 1930 and was unluckily beaten by Trim- 
don in the Ascot Gold Cup the following year. 
Also, in 1930, he had the Oaks winner Rose of 
England, and it gave him enormous pleasure 
when the offspring of the first mating of Singa- 
pore and Rose of England, the colt Chulmleigh, 
won the St. Leger for him in 1937. 

He won the One Thousand Guineas last year 
with Dancing Time, a filly got by Colombo, which 
had won the Two Thousand Guineas in 1934. 
Colombo was indeed the aple of Lord Glanely’s 
eye, and the stud success of the son of Manna 
was gratifying. In particular, Colombo has got 
some extremely good fillies, Dancing Time, Olein, 
Eastern Echo, Perfect Peace, all raced in Lord 
Glanely’s colors, among them. 

Lord Glanely had many trainers, and frequently 
had horses in training at two or three centers. 
F. Darling prepared Grand Parade and most of 
his winners just after the last war. Later, E. G. 
de Mestre, Capt. T. Hogg, Basil Jarvis, Joe Law- 
son, Fred Armstrong, and T. Rimmell trained for 
him. For a number of years he retained the 
services of Gordon Richards as first jockey, and 
it was Gordon who rode Rose of England, Singa- 
pore, and Chulmleigh in their classic successes. 
It was typical of Lord Glanely that at a time 
when his horses in training were proving them- 
selves to be of only moderate account, he advised 
Richards to accept the retainer offered him by 
Fred Darling’s Beckhampton Stable. Gordon, 
happy and loyal in his association with Lord 
Glanely and Captain Hogg, wanted to refuse the 
offer, but Glanely knew that the opportunity was 
one not to be missed, and virtually insisted on 
Gordon accepting it. A year or two later, Co- 
lombo came along, and if Gordon, had still been 
attached to Hogg’s stable, he would no doubt 
have realized the ambition, that has so persistent- 
ly eluded him, of riding a Derby winner. 

Lord Glanely leaves no heir to the title, and the 
probability is that all his horses in training, to- 
gether with the Exning Stud stallions, Tiberius, 
Singapore, Chulmleigh, and Colombo, with the 
choice collection of mares, foals, and yearlings, 
will come under the hammer at a special sale this 
autumn. 


Salisbury and Stockton 


EETINGS at Salisbury and Stockton on Sat- 

urday, June 27, kept the ball rolling, and for 
once in a way we had a winner of more than pass- 
ing interest at the northern meeting. This was 
Sir Eric Ohlson’s 2-year-old chestnut colt by 
Solario out of Myrobella, which made a successful 
debut in the Musjid Sweepstakes over five fur- 
longs. The half-brother to Big Game beat 15 
rivals in very easy fashion, and looks like doing 
further credit to the National Stud. He is trained 
by Matt Peacock at Middleham, Yorks, and was 
bought at the October Sales last year for 1,400 
guineas. I recall that there was no great en- 
thusiasm for the colt at the sales, for he did not 
look very impressive. I cannot write of his pres- 
ent appearance, for I was not at the Stockton 
meeting, being more concerned with the sport at 
Salisbury. 

With two of the races ‘‘divided” in consequence 
of the big entries, we had nine contests at Salis- 
bury. It was a case of quantity rather than qual- 
ity, for few good horses were under silk at the 
meeting. This was accounted for in part by the 
firmness of the going, and also by the fact that 
several animals were held in reserve for this 
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week’s “Ascot’”’ events at Newmarket. One for 
which the apparent substance of the small stakes 
at Salisbury was preferred to the shadow of the 
Coventry Stakes at headquarters was A. E. Saun- 
ders’ strapping colt by Fairway out of Yenna, 
impressive winner of his two previous races over 
the Salisbury five furlongs. Odds were laid on 
his completing the “hat” trick by defeating three 
rivals in the Bishopstone Plate. This was over 
six furlongs, and maybe the extra distance, or 
hard ground, was against him. At all events he 
was beaten a couple of lengths by Sir Malcolm 
McAlpine’s colt First Edition, a son of Early 
School out of a Gainsborough mare. Third, six 
lengths away, was Lord Glanely’s colt Star Song, 
by Singapore. The race was run a few hours be- 
fore Lord Glanely was killed. 

There were some well-bred 2-year-olds in the 
small field for the Fordingbridge Stakes (5 f.). 
Easy winner was Lord Sefton’s colt Deimos, a 
stylish son of Hyperion and Red Garter. Miss 
Paget’s colt by Colombo out of It’s a Girl and H. 
Joel’s colt by *Bahram out of Amuse were re- 
spectively second and third. Other T. Y. O. win- 
ners were Mrs. Williams’ filly Coo-ee (by Colora- 
do Kid) and Mrs. Laye’s colt by Fair Trial out of 
Humoresque. Neither beat anything of much ac- 
count so far as the form book indicates. 

Lord Astor’s 3-year-old Probation (by Trim- 
don) started a warm favorite for the Weymouth 
Stakes (114 m.), but was beaten a short head by 
the 100-to-6 chance Pharatis, a 5-year-old French- 
bred son of Pharos owned by Neal Christey and 
trained by Steve Donoghue. Elliott rode a fine 
race on Pharatis. He does not get so much riding 
as some of the other jockey-boys in the services, 
but he keeps his form well. 

The 5-yearsold gelding Hyland Brume (by 
Brumeux) put up the best performance of his 
consistent career in winning the six-furlong Bru- 
ton Stakes from the 3-year-old Mehrali (by 
*Mahmoud), with the Cambridgeshire winner Rue 
de la Paix third and Hyacinthus, Comatas, and 
Time Step among the nine unplaced. Gordon 
Richards rode Hyland Brume, his first win since 
scoring on Sun Chariot in the Oaks. A run of 13 
losers is a bad spell for our champion jockey, and 
a disastrous sequence for those who back his 
mounts systematically. 


News in Brief 


LARENCE HAILEY, in a letter to the editor 

of the Sporting Life, makes the suggestion 
that when Big Game is retired to the National 
Stud, all breeders with suitable mares should 
have equal chance to use the horse’s services. He 
suggests that there should be a ballot for nomina- 
tions. 

Jockey Club fixtures for the period August 1 
to November 4 maintain the allowance on the 
scale that has operated for the first part of the 
season. Sport will be confined to Saturdays, ex- 
cept at Newmarket and on August Bank Holiday. 
There is an alteration of the regional conditions 
affecting Epsom-trained horses. They will not be 
allowed to race at Salisbury, but can run at New- 
market meetings on August 11, 12, 25, and 26, 
and September 11 and 12, and at the six days ar- 
ranged for Windsor. Races at Newmarket 
which will open to all horses are: Champions 
Stakes and Rous Stakes to be run on August 25; 
Nunthorpe Stakes and Middle Park Stakes on 
August 26; Jockey Club Cup and Chevely Park 
Stakes on September 11; New St. Leger and Dew- 
hurst Stakes on September 12.

Brazilian Derby 


IO DE JANEIRO, June 25.—-On June 7 Bra- 

zilian race-goers went to Gavea to see one of 
the most important races of our calendar. It was 
the Brazilian Derby, named Grande Premio Cru- 
zeiro do Sul, over 2,400 meters, with 125,000 
milreis added. The best 3-year-old Brazilian- 
breds in training were presented. Of the leaders 
only Carducci was absent, but the Formasterus 
colt has been out of training since August, 1941, 
and it appears that he will not race again. 

When Carducci went out of training a colt he 
had consistently beaten in the classicos became 
the leader of the crop. He is Criolan, and he has 
won all his outings since then. This year Criolan 
won the Grande Premio Outono in April, the first 
event of the Brazilian Triple Crown. So he was 
made odds-on favorite for the Derby, which had a 
field of 14 starters. J. Zuniga, his rider, took him 
under restraint after the start and Cades took the 
lead, followed by Ugelo, Tres Coracoes, and all 
the field closely grouped, with Diagoras trailing. 
At the 1,600-meter-pole Criolan moved to third 
place and approached Ugelo, while Cades had a 
four-length lead. There were no changes among 
the leaders until the 1,200-meter-pole, when Ugelo 
attacked the leader and Criolan began his rush. 
When they entered the upper stretch the three 
colts were racing together. Five hundred meters 
from the finish, Ugelo passed Cades, only to be 
passed in turn by Criolan. The latter increased 
his lead to three lengths to win comfortably from 
Spitfire, which had a lead of three lengths over 
Ugelo. Fourth was Edilis, followed in order by 
Barulhento, Bonitinha, Amoroso, Taco, Tupan, 
Cades, Elmo, Diagoras, Rockmoy, and Tres Cora-

Criolan is a son of Trinidad and Tocaia, and is 
owned by F. E. P. Machado. Trinidad is one of 
the most successful sires in Brazil and has sired 
many stakes winners, chiefly sprinters. How- 
ever, his son Albatroz has shown that he can also 
sire stayers and Criolan has the finishing power 
which suggests staying ability. Tocaia, dam of 
Criolan, won three of her five starts, and is a 
very good producer. She is also the dam of Tacy, 
great stakes winner and dam of Carducci. There- 
fore Tocaia is the dam and grandam of the two 
best Brazilian-bred colts of the 1938 crop. To- 
caia is also the dam of Toca, good stakes winner, 
Aloha, winner, and the promising 2-year-old colt 
De Cujus. The next engagement of Criolan will

Top 2-Year-Old Filly 


N the same day, June 7, the Cidade Jardim 

track at Sao Paulo, in the state of Sao Paulo, 
presented a very interesting event for 2-year-old 
colts and fillies. The race was the Classico 
Outono, over 1,400 meters. The winner was the 
very promising filly Dakota, the top weight at 
129.8 pounds. She easily beat the colt Balan- 
gadan (121), in the time of 1:26%5. Third was 
Diderot (121) and fourth was the filly Dona Sol 
(116.6). <A field of six started. Dakota is by 
Trinidad and is out of Sapho, and is therefore a 
full sister to the good sprinting mare Saphinha, a 
great stakes winner, including the 1938 Gavea 
Classico Outono and the Grande Premio Dezesseis 
de Julho of the same year. Dakota is owned by 
L. P. Machado, who was also her breeder. I 
doubt very much that any other filly can win 
under such weight and in such an impressive 
fashion over a field which, while not the best of 
the age, was nevertheless a good one. Perhaps 
Dakota is the top filly now in Brazil but we must 
await her clash with Dorilla, Duchka, and the 
others racing at Gavea.

Wood Park Stud 


Wood Park Stud in County Meath, Eire, has 
been sold for £8,862 to J. McVey, Jr., a newcomer 
in Irish racing. Wood Park Stud, a 218-acre 
farm, was owned by the late J. H. H. Peard. 
Probably the best horse bred there was Tetra- 
bazzia, the dam of the St. Leger winner Singa- 
pore and of *Cohort. She was purchased by 
Sledmere Stud as a foal. Wood Park Stud was 
also home at one time or another to several fa- 
mous horses, including the 1913 Derby winner 
Aboyeur, *Prince Palatine, Charles O’Malley, 
Ulster King, Ypsilanti, Heckler’s Pride, and Sir 
Walter Raleigh. The last-named was bred at 
Wood Park Stud, raced for Mr. Peard, and was 
sent to Argentina. He returned to Eire in 1934 
and has stood at Wood Park Stud since.

He has recently given those up. The ranch is in 
the Okanogan country, 100 miles northwest of 
Spokane, Wash., eight miles from the Canadian 
border. 


He plans to run cattle on the ranch.

Arlington Park 


HE first of Arlington Park's “big” races came 

July 11, as the meeting completed the first 
half of its 36 days. This was the Lassie Stakes, 
richest race for 2-year-old fillies to date, and with 
the Matron and Selima Stakes, one of the three 
richest of the year. Unexpectedly the winner 
was Fad, from R. W. MclIlvain’s Walmac Farm, 
and though the stable had won a considerably 
richer purse in Bushwhacker’s New England Fu- 
turity of 1940, the Lassie carried more prestige 
than any other race that has fallen to the com- 
paratively young establishment. 


Supporting this was the Green Velvet Handi- 
cap, which resulted in a milder upset, going to 
Louis B. Mayer's Australian importation, *Read- 
ing II. It gave the stable and Jockey Carroll 
Bierman a double, as Mr. Mayer’s *King’s Abbey, 
an English-bred by King Salmon, had taken a 
$2,000 purse earlier on the card. Hollywood also 
supplied the owner of the winner of the only other 
non-claiming race on the card, a maiden affair for 
2-year-olds. This was Burnt Cork, by Mr. Bones, 
owned by Eddie Anderson, a Negro better known 
to the film and radio world as Rochester, on the 
Jack Benny program. The colt was bought at 
Saratoga last summer for $400, and he was an- 
other surprise, at nearly 23 to 1. 


The Arlington Matron and Myrtlewood Handi- 
caps, the former for a $10,000 purse and re- 
stricted to fillies and mares, are the off-day fea- 
tures during the current week, and on July 18 the 
Arlington Futurity will be run, with an estimated 
gross value of $55,000. There are 131 remaining 
eligibles, from an original nomination list of 305, 
including Careless, Ample Reward, Supermont, 
Suncap, Occupation, Ringmenow, Parachutist, 
and others so far less prominent. Fad is not an 
eligible; Walmac is represented by two colts, 
Ganado, by Blue Larkspur, and The Native, by 
The Porter. 


Blue Delight's Party 


Joseph E. Widener’s Waygal (3, 112), except 
for one start early in her career, has run first 
or second every time she has been out. The 
trouble is that against four firsts she has eight 
seconds. Three of her wins came from her last 
four starts, however, and she seemed to have out- 
grown her habit of finishing as runner-up; as a 
consequence she was made favorite for the Cin- 
derella Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, fillies and mares, seven furlongs) at Arling- 
ton Park July 8. But no favorite should win the 
Cinderella—it’s named for the story of an upset. 
Waygal reverted to her earlier habit, and ran 
second. 

Kesargo (3, 103), a filly which had shown an 
even worse propensity for second place (three 
seconds, one win in five starts) set off in front, 
with the second-choice Miss Dogwood (3, 115) in 
second place, Mrs. John Marsch’s Blue Delight 
(106) third. After the first quarter-mile the 
Blue Larkspur filly moved up, took second place, 
and as Kesargo tired at the three-furlong-pole, 
went into the lead. Miss Dogwood, making her 
first start since May 9, had recovered quickly 
after stumbling at the gate, held on gamely in 
second place, while the favorite, always close up 
but on the outside to the turn, went to the inside 
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and began driving. The leader had too much left; 
she drew out steadily and won from Waygal by 
three lengths, while Miss Dogwood tired and fell 
back. Mrs. V. Sovinski’s Distant Isle (102), a 
Discovery filly, came up strongly near the finish 
to be third, three lengths behind Waygal, a half- 
length ahead of Woolford Farms’ Pig Tails (3, 
108). In order followed Miss Dogwood, Proud 
One (120), Questvive (3, 108), Lady Romery 
(3, 106), and Kesargo. Time, :23, :46%5, 1:11%5, 
1:252;, track fast.

Fad Takes the Lassie 


The Arlington Lassie Stakes ($10,000 added, 
2-year-old fillies, six furlongs) at Arlington Park 
July 11 might be made out as an all-Western vic- 
tory, except that only one starter, Mrs. Esther 
du Pont Weir’s Parachutist, which ran sixth, was 
an Eastern horse. As a sectional contest, the 
race was between the Kentucky stables and those 
from farther west, and even this ‘contest’? was 
faint, for of the 13 fillies which went to post, 
only two (besides the Virginia-bred Parachutist) 
were not bred in Kentucky. These were the 
Texas-bred Valdina Marl and the Kansas-bred 
Even Stitch, neither of which was ever seriously 
in the race. 

Calumet Farm’s Easy Lass, unbeaten in three 
previous starts, including two at Belmont Park 
and one at Arlington, was a strong favorite, 
though numbers favored Hal Price Headley, who 
had four daughters of Menow—-Askmenow, Who 
Me, Now Mandy, and Tellmenow— in the field, 
this being the only entry with more than one 
horse. Two of these, Tellmenow and Askmenow, 
were off in front, in the order named, but hard 
after them came Walmac Farm’s Fad, a 24-to-1 
shot ridden by Arthur Craig. The favorite, which 
had fallen over backward in the gate before the 
start, was away well but she began dropping 
back almost immediately, and was never a factor. 
Tellmenow was done after about three furlongs, 
and Fad raced past the leaders on the outside to 
take a slight advantage over Askmenow, as Para- 
chutist drove up to third place, and Now Mandy 
moved to fifth. In the upper stretch, however, it 
ceased to be a contest. Fad, coming over on 
Askmenow, rapidly shook her field off, drew into 
a commanding lead, and finished six lengths 
ahead. Askmenow was a length ahead of the 
fast-closing Miss Barbara, a *Pharamond II filly 
owned by L. B. Mayer, and Who Me, last of the 
Headley entry to move, was fourth, a half-length 
farther away. In order followed Valdina Mar], 
Parachutist, Wiseasyou, Blenheim Girl, Now 
Mandy, Tellmenow, Easy Lass, Even Stitch, and 
Clickety Clack, the latter having eliminated him- 
self by beginning to buckjump immediately after 
the start. Kenneth McCombs, who rode Askme- 
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now, claimed foul against the winner because of 
the interference in the stretch, but stewards dis- 
missed the claim after a short consideration. 
Each starter carried 117 pounds. Time, :23,

*Reading II Likes the Turf 


Until recent years the “Turf” in North America 
has been a figure of speech except in steeple- 
chases, but now Hialeah, Arlington, and Washing- 
ton Parks and the Detroit Fair Grounds have 
grass courses. In general, races over the turf 
have been experiments, and for the most part 
have been written for platers. But this season 
Arlington Park has a planned series of stakes 
events over turf, the second being the Green Vel- 
vet Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
13,, miles), run on July 11. Whether the footing 
had anything to do with the result or not, the race 
resulted in the first American achievement of 
Louis B. Mayer’s *Reading II (114) which at all 
reflected the form he had shown in Australia. He 
not only beat a field of fairly good handicappers, 
but he beat them badly, broke a track record in 
the process. 

The record for the course was held by Howard 
Wells’ Equifox (118), set in the Arlington Handi- 
cap last summer, and Equifox was again in the 
field, favored slightly in the betting over *Moscow 
II (118), the latter fresh from a successful cam- 


paign at Delaware Park. *Reading II, though 
coupled with another good Australian-bred, 
*Belle Cane (105), was lightly regarded at 11 to 
2. But when the field broke, *Reading II took 
the track, pounded out a long lead, while *Belle 
Cane led the pursuers. Royal Crusader (113) 
and *Moscow II, well up in the early stages, be- 
gan to fa.ter before the real test came, and even 
second place was not much of a battle until the 
field was in the stretch. Then Equifox and an- 
other of the get of Equipoise, Hal Price Headley’s 
mare Equitable (10512), came up to battle with 
*Belle Cane, never had a chance at the leader. 
*Reading II went past the finish six lengths 
ahead of Equifox, which had drawn clear of the 
others by two lengths, and Equitable was third, 
a half-length ahead of *Belle Cane. In order fol- 
lowed Welcome Pass (108), *Moscow II, Step By 
(106), Royal Crusader, Gallant Play (105).

*Reading II started 43 times in Australia 
through July, 1941, won eight races, finished sec- 
ond seven times, third six times, earned £12,281 
(this is the Australian pound; it is now worth 
$3.23 in American exchange, as against $4.04 for 
the English pound sterling). At two he won the 
Australian Jockey Club Sires’ Stakes and Juvenile 
Stakes, and was second in the Champagne Stakes. 
At three, considerably his best season, he won the 
A. J. C. Derby, Victoria Derby, and St. Leger 
Stakes, and A. J. C. St. Leger, and was second in 
the Caulfield Guineas. At four he did not win in 
16 starts, but was second in the Warwick and 
Canterbury Stakes. His 5-year-old record in 
Australia, beginning with August, 1941, is not all 
available, but during the latter half of last year 
he added two wins, including the Canterbury 
Stakes, and was second to Beau Vite in the 
Craven Plate, in which the winner set a new 
Australasian record of 2:01%, for 11, miles. 
After he was purchased by Mr. Mayer he finished

£1,000. He arrived in the United States after the 
war began at Pearl Harbor, and in this country 
he has started four times, won one race, finished 
third once, and has earned $4,800.

when he won at Arlington Park, racing to be 
claimed for $1,600, and became the one hundred 
and thirty-fourth horse in American racing to 
earn as much as $100,000. The winner's share of 
the purse in this, start number 208 and victory 
number 60, raised his earnings to $100,285. 

By a stallion which had few other foals, no 
other stakes winners, and which after being used 
briefly as a teaser was sold without pedigree at 
the Lexington stockyards, Mucho Gusto came to 
the races at two as the property of J. Shake- 
speare, who had apparently bought him privately 
from his breeder, Charles Nolte. Beginning as a 
plater, he changed hands several times, until he 
came into the ownership of Kirby Ramsey and 
began winning stakes. For a time he was part 
of the Araho Stable of the late Walter E. O'Hara, 
and after O’Hara’s disappearance from the rac- 
ing scene Mr. Ramsey repurchased him, has raced 
him, either in his own name or in partnership, 
most of the time since. He was claimed in May, 
bought back as soon as the regulation 60 days 
had elapsed. He won the Francis S. Peabody, 
Lincoln, and Kentucky Handicaps twice each, 
won the East Hills, Rowe Memorial, Governor's 
(Narragansett), Governor’s (Detroit), Gover- 
nor’s (Beulah Park), Narragansett, Pilgrim, 
Motor City, Aquidneck, Lakeside, and La Salle 
Handicaps, and placed in 15 other stakes.

HE featured event at Detroit July 11, the 

forty-third day of a 73-day meeting, was the 
$5,000 Moslem Temple Handicap, a five-furlong 
event for 2-year-olds, and it filled so heavily that 
it was split into two divisions, with a $5,000 purse 
for each. Both divisions went to the Detroit- 
owned stable of T. D. Buhl, though the second 
was far from truly run.

The 
second, in which the Buhl entry, Likeasnot, was 
the second choice, was marred at the start when 
Likeasnot came cver sharply and jammed the 
field. The favorite, Chop Suey, went down at 
once, and a few strides later, in a continued jam, 
Trustee fell. Golden Man was caught in the mid- 
dle, did not fall because he was caught between 
horses. In the stretch Rozinante, a 438-to-1 out- 
sider, slammed into Shiny Penny so hard that 
Jeckey Johnny Adams lost his seat. Likeasnot 
won by a fair margin, with Sea Marriage second, 
Rozinante third, but the latter was disqualified 
and placed last. The winner, by Sweep Like, was 
bred by E. Gay Drake, Lexington. 

The only other non-claiming race on the day’s 
card was the 11,,-mile Bloomfield Hills Handicap, 
a $2,000 event for 3-year-olds and up. The win- 
ner was C. E. Graham's *Bosley, a Bosworth 
horse bred in England by William Woodward. The 
day’s racing was unusually formful, with five 
favorites winning and one second choice.

Empire City 


URING the second week of its 24-day meet- 

ing, Empire City climbed into the higher 
betting brackets, with an average of more than 
$1,000,000 daily. Four days, including the Satur- 
day, went past a million, and for the six days the 
total was $6,214,076. The daily figures were at 
an unusually flat level, $945,236 being the smallest 
day, while the Saturday totaled only $1,294,065. 
For the first two weeks of the four-week meet- 
ing, the daily average is $949,515, and at the 
present rate of support the track will join Bel- 
mont Park and Aqueduct in the million-a-day 
bracket. 

The Empire City Handicap, won by Apache, 
after a two-month layoff, was the featured event, 
and it projected the *Alcazar colt back among 
the leading 3-year-olds of the season, as he not 
only had no difficulty with the 15%,,¢-mile route, 
but set a new track record in the doing. The 
following event, also at 154, miles, went to Mrs. 
W. A. Crawford’s Blue Gino, by *Gino, which re- 
quired two seconds more than Apache's time for 
the distance. The other five events on the card 
were claiming raccs. 

The East View Stakes, on July 15, and the 
Fleetwing Handicap on July 18 are the stakes 
events of the week. The East View, for 2-year- 
old colts and geldings, includes Joe Burger, Jack 
S. L., True Blue, Dove Shoot, Red Sonnet, and 
others among its nominations. The Fleetwing, a 
sprint for $5,000, is topped by Doublrab, but Dis- 
pose, The Finest, Imperatrice, Sheriff Culkin, 
Parasang, and Birch Rod are also eligibles. 


Snark's First Stakes Winner 


The first crop of foals by the speedy Snark 
came to the races this year, six of them. Three 
had won to July 8, but on that date the former 
Wheatley racer got his first stakes winner, in the 
home-bred Optimism (111), which led from flag 
to finish in the twenty-eighth running of the 
Demoiselle Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-old fil- 
lies, 534 furlongs) at Empire City. 

Marshall Field’s Demolition (111), a *Foray II 
filly which had just graduated from the maiden 
ranks during the Empire City meeting, and sec- 
ond choice to the entry of Hurriette (119) and By 
Line (106), was in closest pursuit of the Wheat- 
ley filly for the first five furlongs. Then Christi- 
ana Stable’s Bras (111), by *Quatre Bras I], 
went past her in a hard drive, made Johnny Long- 
den drive hard with Optimism to hold his lead. 
The Snark filly, all out at the finish, led by a 
length and a quarter, with Bras a like distance 
ahead of Demolition. The outsider Tilting (106),

Record Lasts a Week 


The fact was mentioned, while Shut Out (129) 
still headed the field for the thirty-fourth Empire 
City Handicap ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 134, 
miles) at Empire City July 11, that no Kentucky 
Derby winner had ever doubled in the Empire 
event. This is not particularly remarkable, since 
the Empire City Handicap was for 3-year-olds 
and up until 1937, and classic 3-year-olds usually 
do not turn up in handicaps against older horses 
this early in the season. But for that matter no 
Kentucky Derby winner ever took the Empire 
City Derby, which had 17 runnings before it was 
discontinued during the depression, and which 
the present race actually replaces. 

There was rain between the July 10 and July 
11 programs, and the track seemed unlikely to be 
in its best condition, so Shut Out was withdrawn. 
The strip was classified as good for four races, 
but when the feature resulted in a new track 
record the designation was changed to fast. 

The Kentucky Derby and Preakness had con- 
vinced Trainer James Fitzsimmons that Belair 
Stud’s Apache (114) was not going to beat the 
best 3-year-olds at classic distances in the spring, 
so Apache came out of action for refitting. A 
rest under Trainer Fitzsimmons has added a fur- 
long or so to the distance ability of a good many 
other horses, but probably as good a reason as 
any for the favoritism of the Belair entry was the 
presence of Vagrancy (114), top 3-year-old of her 
sex, and a creditable fourth behind Tola Rose, 
Whirlaway, and Swing and Sway in the Butler a 
week earlier. When it was time for Vagrancy to 
move, however, Apache was running off with the 
lace, and the filly was not hard driven. 

Ahamo (108), whose name results from spelling 
the name of Omaha, his sire, backward, made the 
pace at first, but Apache was hard after him 
from the start. After six furlongs he was sent to 
the front; Ahamo dropped back, and J. M. Roeb- 
ling’s Lochinvar (116) had the task of running 
him down. It proved tco much for him and 
Apache drew well away from his field, came to 
the finish three lengths ahead of the Case Ace 
colt, cut four-fifths of a second from the track 
record Tola Rose had set in beating Whirlaway 
a week before. Calumet Farm's Col. Teddy 
(115), by Sun Teddy, closed well through the 
stretch, though hanging a little at the end, and 
was third, two and a half lengths farther back, 
and Vagrancy was a neck behind him. Ramillies 
(110), Ahamo, and Billy O. (110) were the others.

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


OW in its last week, the 59-day Suffolk 

Downs meeting is certain to pass 1941 fig- 
ures by a considerable margin, and the loss caused 
by a one-day horseman’s strike will be more than 
made up by extra races, since these are for 
cheaper than average purses, offers no additional 
expense of moment. Through the racing of July 
11, the pari-mutuel turnover was $25,483,964, a 
daily average of $480,829, as compared with an 
average daily turnover of $404,524 last year. The 
July 11 program was given up to Army-Navy re- 
lief, and approximately $70,000 was realized, but 
this gift also had been compensated for by the 
running of an extra race on each other Saturday 
of the meeting. 


Exact figures for the war fund collection could 
not be obtained immediately. The track’s pari- 
mutuel commissions and admissions were esti- 
mated at approximately $60,000, and it was 
guessed that breakage and contributions of all 
sorts would raise an additional $10,000. Trainers 
contributed $1,830, jockeys $235, grooms $53.50, 
and the press box $72. The track announced 
during the afternoon that it had purchased $100,- 
000 worth of war bonds. 


The July 11 program was featured by the Han- 
nah Dustin Handicap, won by Mrs. W. R. Flem- 
ming’s Loveday—-a welcome triumph to Honorary 
Steward John R. Macomber, who owns Petee- 
Wrack, Loveday’s sire. There were two non- 
claiming events to support the feature. A sprint 
for 3-year-olds and up, with a $2,000 purse, went 
to Pine Tree Farm’s Valdina Alpha, an Osculator 
colt recently purchased from Valdina Farms. An 
allowance race, worth $1,400, was offered to the 
2-year-olds, and the winner was C. C. Van- 
Meter’s Ogma, a home-bred by Grand Slam. 

Remaining features of the Suffolk Downs 
meeting are the $50,000 added Massachusetts 
Handicap, to be run July 15, and the $15,000 added 
Mayflower Stakes, which will engage 2-year-olds 
on closing day, July 18. 


Loveday and the Hannah Dustin 


The last four runnings of the Hannah Dustin 
Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
fillies ana mares, 114, miles) at Suffolk Downs 
have seen Mrs. W. R. Flemming’s Loveday (112) 
take three flings at it. As a 3-year-old she was 
unplaced; at four she won; at five she did not 
race at all; and on July 11, in her fourth season 
of campaigning, she scored a second victory. 
Though she has placed in other stakes, the Han- 
nah Dustin is the only one she has won. 

The betting favorite, by a very slight margin, 
was Level Best (118), which is apparently far 
from her best form. She was off in good position, 
but the early leader was the second choice, W. H. 
La Boyteaux’s Imperatrice (112). Spiral Pass, 
a 24-to-1 outsider from Merry-Ho Stable, was 
second, J. A. Kelly’s Red Moon (111) third, and 
the favorite fourth. Loveday, ridden by G. Mc- 
Mullen, was away last, picked up one horse in the 
first quarter-mile. The order of the leaders held 
without change for the first half-mile, while Love- 
day was passing two more horses to be seventh. 
Then, as Level Best began falling back, Loveday 
began threading through the field. Imperatrice 
and Spiral Pass were racing nearly together, the 
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former in front, as they turned into the stretch, 
and about three lengths behind the leader Love- 
day was just catching Red Moon. At the furlong- 
pole, there were three heads together, as Loveday 
and Red Moon challenged Spiral Pass, and Im- 
peratrice fell back. Wearing down the others 
slowly, Loveday pulled out to lead by a half- 
length at the end, with Spiral Pass a length 
ahead of Red Moon. Imperatrice was two more 
lengths away fourth, followed in order by Dark 
Discovery (109), Transient (110), Valdina Melia 
(3, 103), Bright Trace, *Uvira IT (114), and Level

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SALES 


California Breeders Association 


REEDERS in California on Monday, July 13, 

had a taste of the Thoroughbred market as it 
appears under wartime conditions after a half- 
year without racing in the State. The taste was 
about what it was expected to be. The 70 horses 
disposed of in the mixed sale of the California 
Breeders Association at the Riviera Country Club 
at Santa Monica brought a total of $11,755, av- 
erage $168. 

The 41 yearlings which made up a majority of 

the offerings brought $6,915, average $169. Ina 
similar sale last summer 64 yearlings averaged 
$730, and the previous year 116 had averaged 
$615. 
The 14 horses old enough to be raced brought 
$2,450, average $163, and the 14 broodmares real- 
ized $2,390, average $171. The uniformity of the 
averages, and the fact that few of the big names 
in California racing appeared on the list of buy- 
ers, suggested that the values in most cases rep- 
resented an appraisal as horses rather than as 
racing and breeding prospects. 

Highest price of the sale was $600, paid by 
Walter G. McCarty for a yearling filly by Perifox, 
consigned by Louis B. Mayer. On no other horse 
did the bidding reach $500. One of Mr. Mayer’s 
offerings, the Perifox—-Amphibian filly, was put 
up with the understanding that the proceeds 
would be donated to the American Red Cross. 
The price was $335. 

Three of the yearlings were sold by the Cal- 
ifornia Polytechnic School at San Luis Obispo, 
whose animal husbandry department has been 
developed largely through the support of Cal- 
ifornia Thoroughbred interests. Each of them 
brought $200. 

In the summary which follows, in the case of 
broodmares, the stallion to which the mare was 
bred in 1942 is indicated in parenthesis. One 
mare, Alpine Ranch’s Lady Devotion, was sold as 
guaranteed in foal.

The excellent stakes wiliner Eclair, by 
Ethnarch out of Black Ray, in foal to Hyperion, 
was purchased by the Aga Khan for $14,700, the 
same price paid for Eclair’s 3-year-old filly by 
Fairway. Cecil Ray, a Malton trainer, purchased 
the filly. Vicenzia, another daughter of Eclair, 
was purchased by Maj. H. E. Keylock for $12,600. 
Vicenzia was in foal to Fairway and had a chest- 
nut filly at foot by Precipitation. The eight head 
realized an average of $9,613.

531 Saratoga Yearlings 


A total of 531 yearlings are being catalogued 
by the Fasig-Tipton Company for its annual sales 
at Saratoga, an indication that the total number 
which will actually pass through the ring will be 
the smallest since 1936, when 469 lots were sold. 
In 1941 there were 637 yearlings catalogued, of 
which 577 were sold, including resales; in 1940 
there were 723 catalogued, 696 sold. 

There will be catalogued this year 316 colts, 
215 fillies, which approximates the usual 60-40 
division. A few last-minute changes in the totals 
may be made. 

This year, as for several years past, the last 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE preceding the sales 
will be a sort of handbook for prospective Sara- 
toga buyers. In the August 1 number all the 
yearlings catalogued will be listed according to 
the sires, with the consignor’s name and sale date 
for each.

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NEW JERSEY 
Garden State Park 


Sige approaching Saturday, July 18, is the 
scheduled opening date for the new Garden 
State Racing Association’s track near Camden, 
N. J. On July 8 Manager Walter Donovan said, 
“Regardless of how many people are in the 
stands, -.e horses will be on the track at 2:30 p. 
m., July 18, ready to start New Jersey’s first rac- 
ing meet in half a century.” But the manage- 
ment of the track expected a good many people 
to be in the stands, and there was talk of an open- 
ing day attendance of 40,000. 

The situation was not without its difficulties. 
On July 8 it was announced that the Pennsyl- 
vania-Reading Seashore Lines had refused to put 
on special trains to the track, and that officials 
of Camden township had refused to sanction bus 
service. Five days later a minister in nearby 
Collingswood, Carl McIntire, was vociferant be- 
cause he said W. P. A. labor had been used to 
build nine outbuildings in the stable area, these 
apparently housing toilet and shower facilities for 
stablemen. In a letter to President Roosevelt, 
the Rev. Mr. McIntire suggested that the Gov- 
ernment take over the track for an Army or 
Navy training base. As to the outbuildings, New 
Jersey’s W. P. A. director Edward W. Hamilton 
said, “We have built hundreds of these small 
buildings for church grounds, camp meeting 
places, Boy Scout camps, and state fair grounds.” 
Washington was languidly interested, asked Mr. 
Hamilton to make a formal report. 

Early last week Wood Dickerson, new track 
superintendent, said that the track would be 
ready for horses on July 12, and horses were ex- 
pected to begin arriving on that date, with the 
strip ready for them to begin training immedi- 
ately. 

To feature the first day’s program, the Camden 
Handicap, a sprint with a purse of $5,000 added, 
was scheduled. It received 33 nominations, in- 
cluding Ocean Blue, Bright Willie, Omission, 
Cape Cod, Dispose, and Curious Coin. 


MARYLAND 
The Fair Circuit 


HE minor Maryland circuit got under way at 
Hagerstown July 7, and though there were 
some rumblings from agricultural interests with 
regard to the calling off of the fairs, there was no 
evidence that the racing itself would suffer. For 
the first five days at Hagerstown, with attend- 
ance just about what it was for the same period 
last year, the betting totaled $571,054, as against 
$518,900 for 1941. 

The Maryland State Fair and Agricultural So- 
ciety of Baltimore County, more familiar to horse- 
men as Timonium, announced last week its plans 
for running from August 30 through September 
10. The Board of Managers, taking the position 
that “the morale of the agricultural worker and 
livestock breeder is as important to the war effort 
as the morale of the man on the production line,” 
decided to go ahead with the fair, cutting out 
nightly features (including a contest to discover 
the prettiest farm girl) as a compromise with the 
request of Joseph B. Eastman, director of defense 
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transportation, for the discontinuance of fairs. 

G. Ray Bryson, manager of the Belair track, 
has announced that the summer meeting would be 
held there as usual. No announcement from 
Cumberland and Marlboro has been made. 


WASHINGTON 


Longacres 


HE July 4 program at Longacres was featured 

by the return to racing of a local favorite, 
the Washington-bred Campus Fusser, which won 
the Longacres Mile last season. He was made a 
1-to-2 favorite for the $1,200 overnight Inde- 
pendence Day Handicap, and won by a matter of 
eight lengths in 1:1045, never completely ex- 
tended, and under top weight of 122 pounds he 
was giving from 10 to 15 pounds to the rest of 
the field. This season’s Longacres Mile comes on 
August 30, and the Gladiator colt seems likely to 
be favored again. The other seven races were 
under claiming conditions. 

The July 9 program was offered on behalf of 
the American Red Cross, and it was well sup- 
ported, though figures on the amount raised are 
not yet available. One factor which added sev- 
eral thousand dollars to the total was that purses 
were put up by various individuals and organiza- 
tions. Ordinarily, on charity days, purses given 
by the association are subtracted from the day’s 
receipts, but in this instance there was nothing to 
subtract in this department. W. E. Boeing put 
up the money for the $1,000 feature, Emil Sick, a 
Longacres director and head of a baseball club, 
subscribed for one purse, and other Seattle or- 
ganizations, including a teamsters’ union, the 
Seattle Italian Club, and a cigar store, accounted 
for the rest.

With dates awarded by the California Horse 
Racing Board, and approved by military authori- 
ties, the proposed race meeting at Pleasanton 
last week ran into what may be a serious snag. 
Sale of the track to John W. Marchbank had ap- 
peared the simplest of formalities, but on July 9 
a group of farmers in the vicinity of the track 
got a restraining order from Alameda County 
Superior Court, enjoining the sale, got it con- 
tinued to July 16, when directors of the fair must 
appear in court to show cause why the order 
shall not be made permanent.

Yearling Notes 


North Wales Stud 


FEW years ago Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., son 

of the late automobile magnate, showed up 
at Saratoga as a buyer for the first time. This 
time he will be a seller at Saratoga for the first 
time. In a few years he has acquired a consider- 
able stud and established his new estate, the 
lovely North Wales, at Warrenton, Va., as one of 
the most thoroughly equipped of American Thor- 
oughbred nurseries. He now has fifty-odd mares 
at North Wales, along with the stallions *Bahram, 
*Quatre Bras II, *Chrysler, and Head Play. He 
has decided that each year he will offer a num- 
ber of fillies at Saratoga in order to keep down 
the numbers in his racing stable and broodmare 
band. This year he is keeping six fillies and five 
colts, selling 11 fillies and one colt. 

The colt, which is being offered because he was 
bred in partnership, is by *Quatre Bras II and is 
the first foal of the winner American Daisy, by 
American Flag. He is fairly big, good-topped, 
and handsome. There are two fillies by the same 
sire. The brown daughter of Sun Etoile is light- 
framed and racy, with a good set of legs, and the 
bay out of Golden Measure is smaller, with more 
substance. 

Two *Gino fillies will be offered, and these are, 
in general appearance, very nearly the best of 
the consignment, though both are late foals. The 
red roan out of Beausympathy, a smooth, low-set, 
keen, quick miss with good legs well put on, is 
the handsomer, but there developed quite an ar- 
gument as to whether she was better than the 
grey out of Sunlygret. The latter is good-bodied, 
strongly muscled, and true about the legs, and 
looks like developing quickly. 

The *Sun Briar—* Adorable II chestnut is good- 
sized, toppy, light-boned. The daughter of Neddie 

Sun Miss is big, solid, well turned, with a lot of 
scope, and one of the more promising prospects. 
The Sun Beau—Dinah Victory chestnut is tall, 
rangy, and generally light. High Cloud is repre- 
sented by a bay filly out of Ada Martin, a hand- 
some, light, leggy bay with considerable quality. 
Much like her sire is the chestnut by Pairbypair 
out of Foxcraft—-short-legged, good-bodied, and 
quick-looking, with a good true walk. The Flares 

Arusha filly is a big, sturdy, rangy one which 
will be some time developing and the daughter of 
Omaha and *Escapade II is a heavy-topped, deep- 
fronted filly, plain in finish, and well muscled.

Morven Stud 


HE game of picking the best prospect among 

the ten colts in the Morven Stud consign- 
ment, now being prepared for Saratoga by Man- 
ager Legh Walker at the Charlottesville, Va., 
farm, is complicated by the fact that there are 
four rather evenly matched candidates for the 
honor. They are by four different sires and all 
excellent in conformation, so the differences 
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among them probably will have to be resolved 
mainly on the basis of personal preference as to 
their breeding. 

Judging strictly by conformation, the Gallant 
Fox—Marshmallow colt, a big, smoothly turned 
chestnut, probably would show the highest score, 
by a trifle. He is a husky one, deep-bodied, short- 
backed, strong-quartered, and well muscled all 
round, but set up so well that he handles himself 
with a great deal of ease and grace. His feet and 
legs are excellent. The bay colt by Pompey 
Bongo is a tall, strong-legged, impressive young- 
ster, a little on the light side, well muscled, and 
true about the legs—-an excellent Pompey type. 
The bay son of *Sir Gallahad III—Blind Lane is 
another exceptional individual, compact, balanced, 
true, strong, and beautifully finished. The brown 
colt by the dead *Foray II out of the young *Sir 
Gallahad III mare Plucky Polly is big-topped, 
smoothly turned, with Grade-A underpinning. 
“Right out of college with top hat, white tie, and 
tails and ready to go,”” commented Legh Walker, 
who this year has some yearlings worthy of his 
showmanship. 

It is hard picking among these four. And there 
is another son of *Foray II, the roan out of the 
good producer Margie C., which could easily be 
good enough to outrun any of them, though he is 
less impressive in general appearance. He is deep 
through the body, short-backed, and muscled for 
speed. Another roan colt by the same sire is out 
of Fair Stella, a good-sized one of medium build, 
not as substantial as the others, “but a good un’,” 
according to Walker. 

The Omaha—Be Careful colt is big, plain, ro- 
bust, unfurnished, and will develop slowly. The 
Gallant Fox—-Flickaway colt is a sturdy one, 
plainly finished. Besides the Bongo colt there are 
two other sons of Pompey, both bays. The Cau- 
tious Gal colt has the fairly light build so fre- 
quently seen in the get of this good sire, while 
the Cavatina colt is a hefty, sturdy one with a 
flat top-line; the latter does not look like coming 
to hand especially early. 

Only two fillies are included in the consign- 
ment, and the best of them, it seemed to me was 
the bay by Pompey out of Miss Dolphin’s dam, 
Tinamou, a good-sized, good-topped filly with 
plenty of strength and substance, a nice prospect, 
whether for racing or breeding. The Hard Tack 

Riva filly is fairly small, low and heavy-set, 
smooth and quick, and good about the legs.

Fairholme Stud 


HE policy of Robert A. Fairbairn’s Fairholme 

Stud, near Winchester, Ky., has been to main- 
tain only a few mares, and to cull these with 
some frequency, not an invariable procedure for 
market breeders, or for others either. As a re- 
sult the farm seldom has many horses going to 
Saratoga, has ample time to care sedulously for 
those which are. Possibly this is a contributing 
reason for the fact that the Fairholme yearlings 
are so typically well grown. 

Of this season’s consignment—four colts and 
five fillies—my own choice was one of the smaller 
ones, however. This is comparative only, for the 
*Blenheim Il-——Heralder colt is a tiifle over 15 
hands, a collected, truly made sort, with a good 
sloping shoulder, sound legs set on straight, and 
well muscled hindquarters. The *Sir Gallahad III 

Sylvan Song colt, the second foal of his dam, is 
an incompletely grown, rough yearling, which at 
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least will not suffer from being overtopped. He 
has extremely good bone, long muscles running 
well down behind and in front, and to date he is 
lighter through the body than his legs would indi- 
cate. He will grow into a good-sized horse, and 
his unusually high hindquarters promise great 
speed. The bay colt by Jchnstown— Malvina B. 
is a good-sized, well furnished, upstanding kind 
of yearling, lengthy and smooth, wide and mus- 
cular. The Questionnaire colt from Marching 
Along is an extremely powerful, clean-limbed in- 
dividual, reminiscent of his sire. 

Of the fillies, the biggest is unquestionably the 
Chance Play—Countess Time filly, a half-sister 
to Gallahadion, which was also an unusually big 
yearling. She stands about 15:3 (by guess), is 
strong, good-bodied, muscular, up very well at 
the withers, and with good shoulders and fore- 
hand. There were two by *Sir Gallahad III. The 
one from the high-class Maud Muller, stakes win- 
ner and dam of two stakes winners, I guessed at 
15:2. She is plain, collected, and racy-looking, up 
well behind, stands and walks straight, and at 
Saratoga will probably outsell the others. The 
other *Sir Gallahad III filly is a bay out of Rouge 
et Noir, a mare which placed in stakes. She is 
considerably smaller, maybe just under 15 hands, 
and is neat and substantial; she is her dam’s first 
foal. 

The filly by *Boswell—Torietta, a good-sized, 
well knit bay, is my own choice, with reservations. 
She is compact and strong, her withers high and 
set far back, giving her an excellently sloped 
shoulder and a short back. She is wide through 
the chest and plentifully muscled, a distance- 
running filly of real class, I thought. Mr. Thorn- 
ton’s choice, by the way, is the remaining filly, a 
big substantial bay by *Blenheim Il—Lily Maid, 
with straight hind legs, a grand deep chest. 
Maybe she’s the best; Manager Thornton sees 
them every day. 


Blue Ridge Farm 


RS. GEORGE L. HARRISON is advertising 

in this issue of THE BLoop-HoRSE “four 
choice Saratoga yearlings.’’ The word choice is 
here used advisedly, because these are the top 
prospects chosen from the entire crop at Blue 
Ridge Farm in Virginia, one of the most success- 
ful Thorcughbred nurseries in the East. Among 
those put aside to be kept for racing or sold pri- 
vately are several individuals which in ordinary 
years would be excellent Saratoga material. 

The star of the small consignment is a brown 
colt by Man o’ War out of the stakes-winning 
“Teddy mare Third Party, whose first foal he is. 
A May foal, he is medium-sized and of medium 
build, balanced and racy, neither flashy nor hefty, 
but put up admirably for the business of getting 
to the finish line faster than the next one. He is 
especially good in the forehand, with excellent 
legs well set on. When I commented that he was 
neither a Man o’ War nor a *Teddy in general 
appearance, Manager Bruce Dusenbery explained 
it. “Goes back to his grandam,” he said. That 
would be all right; the grandam, Celebration, by 
High Time, produced four stakes winners, four 
other good winners, no non-winners. 

Another excellent colt is by *Challenger II out 
of Running Briar, an unraced mare which was 
trained only enough to reveal that she had good 
speed. He is a middle-sized, trim, well balanced 
colt. The Pilate colt out of Spree (a mare which 


the late Admiral Grayson said was the fastest 
mare he ever had) is tall, light-framed, and true- 
made. I got the impression that despite the speed 
in his pedigree he would do very well at the 
longer distances. 

The one filly in the lot will attract a great deal 
of attention because she represents the first crop 
of War Admiral and is out of Minnant, dam of 
Augury and the ill-starred Magnificent. Foaled 
in May, she is trim and racy, very fine in quality, 
quick and beautifully balanced, with a good way 
of going. She is going to be a very tempting 
morsel, war or no war.

Hedgewood Farm 


HREE colts and two fillies make up the con- 

signment which Charles A. Asbury is sending 
from his Hedgewood Farm to Saratoga this year. 
Probably the most impressive to Saratoga buy- 
ers will be the big bay colt by Aneroid——Fake, a 
heavily made, smooth, powerful colt, with a high 
croup, thick muscular hindquarters, a_ strong 
forehand, and a deep girth. He resembles, in 
many particulars, his high-class but short-lived 
sire, which was lost in a stable fire before he had 
completed his second season in the stud. Oddly 
enough, lost in the same fire was Flying Heels, 
which sired another of the Hedgewood colts, a 
fast-looking, springy bay out of Poverty. This 
one is clean-legged, long, with low set hocks, and 
seems likely to follow his sire’s typical pattern of 
early speed. The third colt is a grey, by the home 
stallion Count Gallahad, from Grey Duchess. He 
handles himself well, stands and walks truly. A 
May foal, he has a big frame and wiil fill out to 
be a horse of some size. 

Of the fillies, the more impressive in appear- 
ance is the bay by Balladier—-Royal Duchess, a 
somewhat masculine, stylish sort, with good 
springy legs. The other, also a bay, is by *Cohort 

Kamila. Considerably more feminine, she is 
collected and neat, muscled well down, and deep 
through the girth. J. HB. P.

Coldstream to Sell Privately 


FTER the 1940 season, Charles B. Shaffer's 

Coldstream Stud, at Lexington, stopped send- 
ing its yearlings to the Saratoga sales, and began 
turning them over to a separate organization 
called Coldstream Stable, which is in the name of 
E. D. Shaffer, son of the farm owner, and in 
which Trainer Jack Howard also owns a share. 

The theory was that the new organization would 
be a selling stable, and that the products of Cold- 
stream Stud would be disposed of by racing them 
and selling them on the merits of their perform- 
ance. In practice it hasn't entirely worked out 
that way, because a racing organization isn’t un- 
der the same pressure to dispose of its holdings as 
the orthodox market breeders. Just now purses 
are up, and the market is not; presumably Cold- 
stream Stable can see the advantage to setting its 
prices high, and racing its stock. There isn’t 
much question that a horse of average merit can 
win more than he will bring on the auction block, 
under present conditions. 

But for all that, the Coldstream Stable year- 
lings are for sale, and last week Manager Charles 
A. Kenney invited the writer to have a look at 
them, and presently Alex Bower, of the Lexington 
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According to tentative figures now available there will be fewer fillies 
offered in the Saratoga yearling sales ring this year than there have been 
for many years. Consignors are sending only their very best fillies to that 
market. 


Consignors are picking fillies to go to Saratoga by two standards— 
racing potentialities and ultimate value as broodmares. The breeder rea- 
lizes these are the only qualifications which will be considered on the pres- 
ent market, and that every filly must have them. 


This means that buyers perhaps will be offered one of the most choice 
lots of fillies that ever has been led into the sales ring since the establish- 
ment of the sales at Saratoga. It also means the buyers will have more time 
to devote to careful examination of the individual fillies. 


These fillies not only will come to racing age at 
a time when purse distribution is at a new high, but 
their value as breeding stock is likely to be great. 
Many studs are reducing their number of brood- 
mares, eliminating culls. 


When the upswing comes after the war good broodmares will be in 
great demand. That was the case after the previous World War. The hu- 
man race makes so many of its mistakes because it does not read its history. 
The history of the Thoroughbred broodmare is that after the last war she 
was a valuable piece of livestock. 


Give careful attention to the fillies at Saratoga.

Of the 11 colts, general approval went to a bay 
colt by The Perter—Boursecamp, a good-sized, 
balanced, honestly made colt, which may not ex- 
actly be ready to run next January 1, but gives 
promise of class when he does come to hand. The 
only other by an outside sire is a bay by *Sickle 

Wild Waters, a quick, muscular individual, 
somewhat lean and wiry, with good legs. 

*Bull Dog had the largest representation among 
the home sires, with five colts. I had a personal 
predilection for the bay out of Perini, a fast, 
strong, smart colt, with straight hind legs, good 
hindquarters; he will be a big horse when he is 
grown. The bay out of Owena is a substantial, 
short-backed, clean-legged one, though hardly as 
high behind as I should like. The bay from Fire 
Lass, a somewhat plain individual, is very strong 
in the forehand as well as behind, is well up in 
the withers, stands and walks stiaight. Gentle 
Piay has a full brother to Floradora, substantial 
and strong. The other is out of In Between, a 
muscular plain sert, with good bone, short can- 
nons, good feet. 

Coldstream, now in Texas, is responsible for 
two colts. He has 4 chestnut out of Starless Mo- 
ment, a May foal but of good size, and more of 
the *North Star III type than that of his male 
line. The other is out of Cactus Rose, and is also 
a May foal. He is lengthy, strong behind, with 
good bone and substance. 

Of the two by Reaping Reward I was particu- 
larly impressed with that out of My Tide, which 
will compare well with any of the colts. He is a 
collected, solid, wiry prospect, and another May 
foal. The other, out of Nectarine, is a plain, 
good-sized, substantial bay, muscled far down, 
with a good shoulder and a high rump. 

There are 11 fillies, three by outside sires. One 
of these, a bay by *Blenheim Il—Joybird, is Mr. 
Shaffer’s choice, though I believe he was alone 
in it. She is a big, strong, solidly made individ- 
ual, however. Another cutside sire is Chance 
Sun, which has a bay out of Albatross’ dam, Lull, 
this being a substantial, growthy filly, very well 
muscled and fast in appearance. The third of this 
group is a Jamestown—-Log filly, a plain, mascu- 
line individual, suggesting considerable quality, 
and very substantially put together. Manager 
Kenney is partial to this one. 

*Bull Deg has four of the fillies. The one from 
At Top is a strong, big-bodied one, worth a sec- 
ond glance, and the bay out of Last Song, a small, 
neat individual, is nicely muscled and well shaped. 
Penncote has a fast looking bay, lengthy, power- 
ful, straight-walking. The bay from Coronium 
is a good-sized, plain individual, high and square 
in the croup. 

The remaining four were by Reaping Reward, 
which seems to stamp himself on his get with 
considerable regularity. The Alabama Stakes 
winner Floradora has a big, growthy, strong 
daughter, heavily muscled and lengthy. The one 
from Firecracker, a first foal, is smaller, neater, 
with a good deal of growing yet to do. My own 
choice among the fillies is the brown out of Leg- 
horn, a quick, fast-looking, smart individual, 
which has the reputation of being the ringleader 
in all of the paddock mischief. The bay out of 
“Lady in Grey is a big, thick-set, heavy indi- 
vidual, extremely powerful, and stands on good 


feet and legs.

New Jersey Racing 
the Old Days 


By Neil Newman 


Monmouth and the Final Phases 


HE successes of the meetings at Saratoga and 

Jerome Park in the last half of the 1860-1870 
decade brought about the construction of a race 
course at Monmouth Park, near the village of 
Little Silver, three miles from the then noted 
summer resort of Long Branch. The fathers of 
Monmouth Park were John F. Chamberlain and 
John Hoey. The land on which the track was 
built was acquired in 1869. The track was a 
course of one mile with a chute for six-furlong 
races. A liaison with the politicians was made by 
appointing Amos Robins president. Mr. Robins 
had been president of the New Jersey Senate. 
William E. Raynor was appointed secretary. 

Monmouth Park was opened to the public July 
30, 1870. The first race, a hurdle, was won by 
James Thompson's Lobelia. The Continental Ho- 
tel Stakes, mile heats, run on the opening day, 
was won by General Abe Buford’s Enquirer, the 
son of *Leamington defeating Maggie B. B., 
Susan Ann, and Lynchburg (the latter broke 
down after winning the first heat). Helmbold 
won the Monmouth Stakes, 22 miles, at the ex- 
pense of the elder August Belmont’s Glenelg and 
Invercauld. The first meeting ran five days. 
Enquirer repeated in the Robins Stakes, two-mile 
heats, defeating the Belmont Stakes winner King- 
fisher, which ran in the ‘blue, white sash and 
cap” of Daniel Swigert, and Frank Hall’s Major, 
winner of the Mansion House Stakes. Odin 
Bowie's “red, white and red”’ were carried to the 
fore in the Restoration Stakes, four-mile heats, 
by Legatee, and Mary Louise won the West End 
Hotel Stakes. 

The success of the initial meeting induced the 
management to hold two meetings in 1871, in 
July and August. This year witnessed the victory 
of Col. David McDaniel’s Harry Bassett in the 
Jersey Derby, 1!2 miles. The son of Lexington— 
Canary Bird, in the “blue, red sash and cap” 
(colors still used by his owner’s son Henry Mc- 
Daniel), defeated Milton H. Sanford’s Monarchist 
and his stable companion Idaho. Another notable 
victor that year was Salina, in the ‘‘dark blue”’ of 
Milton H. Sanford. This daughter of Lexington- 
Lightsome, by *Glencoe, destined to gain immor- 
tality as the dam of Salvator, the best Thorough- 
bred that ever raced at Monmouth, won the Mon- 
mouth Oaks and the Jersey St. Leger. “Old 
John” Harper’s Longfellow won the Monmouth 
Cup, 214 miles, at the expense of W. R. Babcock’s 
Helmbold, winner the previous year. In 1872 
Longfellow and Harry Bassett met in the Mon- 
mouth Cup and the son of *Leamington—Nan- 
tura, by Brawner’s Eclipse, was the winner. 

In 1873 it was Tom Bowling’s year. The son of 
Lexington—Lucy Fowler, by *Albion, owned by 
Price McGrath, trained by the negro Ansel, bore 
the “green, orange sash, green cap” to victory in 
the Jersey Derby at the expense of Colonel Mc- 
Daniel’s Springbok, ridden by James Rowe, and

Hubbard. Major Thomas W. Doswell’s Lizzie 
Lucas defeated Tom Bowling, however, in the St. 
Leger and this grey daughter of Australian— 
Eagless, by *Glencoe, also carried her owner's 
“all orange” (colors now used by Arthur B. Han- 
cock) jacket to victory in the Monmouth Oaks. 
B. G. Bruce became secretary in 1873. 

The meeting of 1876 disclosed a falling off in 
attendance and in 1877 the majority of the stakes 
were discontinued. However, some of the notable 
winners at Monmouth prior to 1877, in addition to 
those mentioned above, included Francis Morris’ 
Long Branch, winner of the Hopeful Stakes for 
2-year-olds in 1872 at the expense of Tom Bowl- 
ing; the same owner’s Sweetlips, winner of the 
August Stakes in 1874 at the expense of Price 
McGrath’s Aristides, winner of the first Ken- 
tucky Derby; George L. Lorillard’s Parole and 
Zoo Zoo, both trained by Wyndham Walden, win- 
ners of the July Stakes in 1875 and 1876. Tom 
Bowling won the August Stakes in 1872. 


A reorganization was effected in 1878, when 
George L. Lorillard, David D. Withers, George 
Peabody Wetmore (later a senator from Rhode 
Island), and George Gordon Bennett bought the 
track. George L. Lorillard became president and 
Charles Wheatley secretary. Monmouth now en- 
tered its second and its most glorious phase. 
Stakes and purses were increased, new stakes 
instituted. In 1882 continuous racing from July 4 
to the end of August became the vogue, and the 
finest horses in training were seen under. silks. 
On the death of “Prince George” Lorillard at 
Nice on February 3, 1886, at the early age of 43, 
General A. J. Cassatt became president, Capt. 
John G. Coster secretary (later succeeded by 
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H. G. Crickmore), and Walter S. Vosburgh handi- 
capper. 


By the end of 1889 it was obvious the track had 
become outmoded. More land was purchased, 
the track and stands completely rebuilt. The land 
comprised 660 acres, the track a circuit of 1% 
miles with a straightaway of 13g miles whose like 
was never seen before or since. The grandstand, 
entirely of iron, was 700 by 210 feet, the pad- 
docks, all under cover, included 96 box stalls. 
The new Monmouth Park was thrown open to 
the public on July 4, 1890, and the racing of that 
year set a standard that was never reached 
again. 

Outstanding stakes and winners at Monmouth 
during the period 1878-1889: Criterion Stakes, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs—Milton beat the great 
Firenze in 1886; Senorita, in the silks of Capt. 
S. S. Brown, won in 1888; Hough Brothers’ Bur- 
lington (destined to win the Belmont) in 1889. 
The Hopeful, for 2-year-olds, five furlongs— 
Dwyer Brothers’ George Kinney in 1882, trained 
by James Rowe; James B. Haggin’s Ben Ali, des- 
tined to win the Kentucky Derby, in 1885; in 1886 
Dwyer Brothers’ mighty Hanover, trained by 
Frank McCabe. The Junior Champion for 2-year- 
olds, six furlongs—-won in 1884 by Pierre Loril- 
lard’s peerless home-bred Wanda; in 1886 by 
Dwyer Brothers’ “black whirlwind,” the unbeaten 
Tremont; in 1888 by Sam Bryant’s Proctor Knott, 
destined to win the first Futurity. The Lorillard 
Stakes, 3-year-olds, 1!2 miles—-won on six oc- 
casions by the Dwyer Brothers, with Runnymede, 
George Kinney, Ecuador, Inspector B., Hanover, 
and Sir Dixon; Pierre Lorillard’s Wanda, trained 
by Matt Byrnes, prevailed in 1885, beating Par- 
dee, which dead-heated with Joe Cotton for the

B. Haggin’s peerless Salvator won, trained by 
Matt Byrnes. 

Was there ever such a galaxy of fillies as won 
the Monmouth Oaks from 1883 to 1889 inclusive ? 
Dwyer Brothers’ peerless Miss Woodford; Eph 
Snedeker’s Duchess, destined to produce Clifford; 
Wanda; Dewdrop, like Wanda, bred and raced by 
Pierre Lorillard at two, but sold that winter to 
the Dwyer Brothers for $29,500 and turned over 
to Frank McCabe to train. James B. Haggin’s 
queenly Firenze, trained by Matt Byrnes; Los 
Angeles in 1888, with Inspector B.’s sister Bella 
B. third; and Senorita, in Capt. S. S. Brown's 
silks, in 1889. 

The Omnibus Stakes, for 3-year-olds, 112 miles, 
was notable for two great upsets. In 1887 David 
D. Withers’ Laggard confirmed the running of 
the Raritan Stakes when he defeated Firenze, 
Hanover, and Kingston. Prior to the Raritan 
Stakes at Monmouth in 1887 Hanover boasted an 
unblemished escutcheon. He had won all three 
starts at two and 11 in succession at three. But 
in the Raritan Laggard, in receipt of 17 pounds, 
won by six lengths. In the Omnibus of 1889 Sal- 
vator sustained the only defeat he ever knew 
after his first season. The great son of *Price 
Charlie—Salina, by Lexington, finished third to 
Dwyer Brothers’ Longstreet and Sam Bryant's 
Proctor Knott. Salvator was scouring badly just 
prior to the race and Byrnes was averse to start- 
ing him. Mr. Haggin thought otherwise and he 
never brooked opposition. Drake Carter, owned 
and trained by Green B. Morris, whipped Pierre 
Lorillard’s Pizarro in the Omnibus of 1883, which 
probably impelled the master of Rancocas to buy 
the son of Ten Broeck. D. D. Withers won the 
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Omnibus of 1884 with the then unnamed colt by 
*King Ernest—-Mimi, beating Bob Cook and Rata- 
plan, and in 1886 the winner was General Cas- 
satt’s The Bard, son of Longfellow—-Bradamante, 
trained by John Huggins, Dewdrop was second 
and Ben Ali third. 

In the Monmouth Cup of 1879 the winner was 
Dwyer Brothers’ Bramble, trained by James 
Rowe, with Lou Lanier second, General Phillips 
third. The son of *Bonnie Scotland, trained by 
James Rowe, in 20 starts that year won 15 races, 
including the Baltimore, Westchester, Monmouth, 
Saratoga, and Brighton Cups. Bramble was the 
first outstanding horse owned by the Dwyers, but 
Vigil was their first stakes winner. Vigil was 
trained by Eph Snedeker and at three, in 1876, 
won the Dixie and Breckenridge Stakes. The 
Dwyers bought him from Col. David McDaniel 
along with “Brother to Bassett,” later known as 
Charlie Howard. Pierre Lorillard’s great gelding 
Parole won the Monmouth Cup of 1878. 

The 2-year-olds of George L. Lorillard, trained 
by Wyndham Walden, established precedents in 
the July Stakes in 1878 and 1879 by finishing 
first, second, and third. In 1878 the order was 
Harold, Monitor, and Idler, in 1879 Sensation, 
Grenada, and Rosalie. 


The year 1890 was the high point in Mon- 
mouth’s history. Dwyer Brothers’ Bella B., then 
five, established a record for seven furlongs down 
the straight course. The daughter of Enquirer 
Colossa, by Colossus, therefore a sister to In- 
spector B., under 103 pounds, ran the seven fur- 
longs in 1:231,. Dwyer Brothers’ Banquet, then 
three, established an American record for 1}, 
miles over the straight course, 2:03%4, beating 
Salvator’s record of 2:05, made that year around

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two turns when he won the Suburban with 127 
pounds. 

On August 28, 1890, in his last appearance 
under the orange and blue silks, Salvator, under 
110 pounds, ridden by Bergin, ran a mile against 
time in 1:351s, figures that were not surpassed 
until August 21, 1918, 28 years later, when Andy 
Schuttinger rode Roamer, 110 pounds, at Sara- 
toga in an effort to lower Salvator’s figures, 
which he did, in 1:3445. The record Salvator 
erased was made at Monmouth July 31, 1890, by 
Thomas Puryear’s (James R. Keene's first train- 
er) Raveloe, a 3-year-old son of Joe Hooker 
Illusion, which under 107 pounds ran the mile in 
1:3914. 

Salvator knocked nearly four seconds off the 
record and to his dying Gay Matt Byrnes averred 
that if Isaac Murphy had ridden Salvator he 
would have run the mile in 1:35. Isaac, however, 
was being disciplined for misbehavior. Byrnes 
always said Bergin ran Salvator off his feet in 
the first half and he had nothing left to finish 
with. The fractions were :23%4, :4714, 1:111s, 
1:351.; the quarters were run in :23%34, :23%4, 
724, and :24. 

In the Monmouth Cup that year Salvator made 
a hack out of Tenny. Haggin’s Montana won the 
Carteret Handicap. The good mare Reckon, later 
dam of Compute and Accountant, won the Cri- 
terion; she also won the Hopeful, beating Pick- 
nicker and Bolero. In the Junior Champion Green 
B. Morris’ Strathmeath, which was to win the 
American Derby, defeated Sallie McClelland and 
the destined winner of the Futurity, Potomac. In 
the Lorillard the Scott pair Torso and Banquet 
finished first and third, Senator George Hearst’s 
Tournament separating them. The Omnibus saw 
Tournament in front of the Scott pair Chaos 
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(winner of the Futurity the year before) and Tor- 
so. W. L. Scott’s Banquet won the Stevens and 
Stockton. This son of *Rayon d’Or—Ella T. later 
was purchased by Mike Dwyer at the Scott sale, 
was taken to England in 1895, lost there in a 
claiming race, and wound up pulling a cab in 
London. 

Through repressive legislation the Monmouth 
races in 1891 were transferred to Jerome and 
Morris Parks. In 1892, shortly after the death of 
D. D. Withers, a reorganization was effected, the 
Dwyer Brothers, Richard Croker, and A. J. Wal- 
cott assuming control. Monmouth Park in its 
third and final phase lasted just two years. In 
the Hopeful Dr. Rice won. Don Alonzo, owned 
by Frank Ehret, won the Junior Champion. The 
Lorillard was won by Marcus Daly’s Tammany, 
trained by Matt Byrnes, with George Long's 
Azra, winner of the Kentucky Derby, beaten into 
third place. Yorkville Belle, a filly of the highest 
class, owned by Frank Ehret and trained by Mat 
Allen, won the Oaks and the Omnibus. J. A., 
A. H., and D. H. Morris’ Mars, trained by Wynd- 
ham Walden, won the Stevens and Stockton 
Stakes for 3-year-olds. 

In 1893 there were 46 consecutive days of rac- 
ing at Monmouth. Hornpipe, owned by James R. 
Keene and trained by Albert Cooper, won the Cri- 
terion. Hurlingham, owned by the Blemton 
Stable (the younger August Belmont), won the 
Hopeful. Marcus Daly’s Senator Grady won the 
Junior Champion. The Oneck Stable’s Sir Walter 
won the Lorillard, Stevens, and Stockton Stakes. 
Gideon and Daly’s Ramapo, second in the Loril- 
lard, won the Omnibus Stakes, beating Keene's 
St. Leonards and the Empire Stable’s (Isaac 
Dahlman’s) Comanche.

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Jersey after the close of the 1893 season. One of 
the prime movers against it was Franklin D. 
Fort, then prosecuting attorney of Monmouth 
County and 15 or more years later governor of 
the State. 

New Jersey suffered from a plethora of racing. 
Had it been confined to Monmouth Park it might 
have survived, but the opening of other tracks, 
the majority of them on a cheap scale, with 
gambling the only reason for their existence, 
roused the citizens of New Jersey against racing 
and in the resulting crusade the sport was ban- 
ished from the State and this situation has pre- 
vailed for 49 years. 

Tracks were running full blast at Clifton and 
Guttenberg in Passaic and Hudson Counties, just 
across the Hudson River from New York City. 
They ran winter and summer, almost the year 
round. If it snowed, plows were requisitioned in 
an effort to clear the racing strip, and frequently 
the snow banks were up to the horses’ withers. 
Gloucester, just across the river from Phila- 
delphia, operated along similar lines. Then there 
was a meeting at Elizabeth of which Mike F. 
Dwyer was the titular figurehead, as George En- 
geman was at Clifton. Engeman was the prime 
instigator of shoddy racing in New York State; 
he controlled Brighton Beach until 1908. Then 
there was a short meeting in the autumn of 1893 
at Linden Park, and Lucien O. Appleby was its 
promoter. 

At times some horses with pretensions to class 
raced at these winter meetings, such as Tam- 
many, Lamplighter, and others, and it was here 
that Sam Hildreth and Gene Leigh won many a 
race, but in the main their influence was cor- 
rosive and corruptive and it occasioned no sur- 
prise when the aroused citizens of New Jersey 
coupled the good with the bad and proscribed 
Monmouth Park along with “‘The Gut,’’ Glouces- 
ter, and Clifton.
